With a view to improving the technical quality of the 
Instituted publications and to provide adeouate support to the 
Various rtorl-standing committees, p. technical wing of the Insti- 
tute w#*w established Airing the vear. Th* wing is headed by 
a Technical Director and is staffed by fulltime technical per- 
sonnel with supporting staff, 

3.3 Accounting Standards Board 

(a) The Board issued during the year its first standard on 
“Disclosure of Accounting Pohcics” (ASH), Exposure drafts 
hrv'e been finalised on two other standards namely “Valuation 
of Inventories*' anti “Changes in Financial Position”. 

(b) The following proposed standards are under prepara- 
tion : —

(ii) Contingencies and Events occurring after the Balance- 
Sheet date; 

(in) Unusual & prior period items and changes in ac-

(iv) Depreciation Accounting, 
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3.4 Company Law Committee 

(a) Representations were made to the Government on n 
number of relevant issirs. Two meetings were also held 
between the Senior Officials of the Company Law Board and 
the representatives of the Institute, These me'etinRS have been 
very useful in promoting better understanding on a number of 
matters of common interest. 

(b) The following guidance notes were issued during the 
year ; — - 

(i) Guidance Note on Auditors’ Report on Revised 
Accounts of Companies. 

(ii) Guidance Note on Certificate to be issued by the 
Auditor of n company pursuant to Companies 
(Acceptance of Deposits) Rules — 1975. 

(c) Legal opinion was obtained from an eminent Senior 
Counsel on the provisions of depreciation under sections 350 
and 205(2) (a) of the Companies Act. 1956. It will be pub- 
lished in the Journal for the information of members. 

(d) The following publication was revised during the 
year : — 

“Guide to Company Audit”, 

3.5 Editorial Board 

The Journal continued to be supplied free to members. For 
others, the annual subscription rates were revised from Rs. 30 
to Rs, 50 with effect from 1st January 1980 to take into 
account the gr'cHtly increased costs of paper and printing. The 
concessional rate of Rs 15 per annum continues for students 
undergoing the Institute’s courses. 

3.6 Employment Committee 

(a) The number of members on the Employment Register 
was 205 as on 31st March 1980 as against 255 as on 31st 
March 1979. 

(b) Interview boards were constituted regionally to screen 
applications for the appointment of Chartered Accountants in 
the Accounts and Finance divisions of public sector companies. 
The recommendations of the Interview Boards have been for- 
warded to the Public Sector Enterprises Service Selection Board 
for further consider at ion. Individual communications have 
been sent to about 1000 lead inn public sector companies as 
also all nationalised banks and the major financial institutions 
anprisine them of the assistance which can be rendered by the 
Committee, A similar note has also been periodically pub- 
lished in the Journal advising prospective employers of the 
maintenance of the Employment Register. 

3.7 Ethical Standards Committee 

(a) After obtaining legal opinion, an explanatory note was 
published advising members that any advertisement or circular 
issued bv members in practice seeking work form professional 
colleagues is in violation of the provisions of clause (6) of 
Part T of the First Schedule to the Chartered Accountants Act, 
1949. The matter is under further consideration by the 
Council. 

(b) A proposal for extending certain provisions relating to 
professional misconduct to members in employment was ex- 
posed to public comment before consideration bv the Council. 
The proposal Was withdrawn in view of the responses received 
from members in industry which suggested that n majority was 
not in favour of the proposal.

One 
candidate completed practical training under Part II of the 
course during the year ended 31st March 1980 and no candi- 
date completed the training between 1st April 1980 and 16th 
September 1980. 

(c) Examinations of the Post Graduate Course in Corporate 
Management were held in May 1979, November 1979 and 
May 1980. The summarised results of the examinations held 
in May 1979 and November 1979 are given in Appendix IV. 

(d) Merit scholarships of Rs, 500 'each were granted to 10 
candidates for purchase of books under the Incentives Scheme 
of the Management Accountancy Course, 

(c) The two quarterly publications "Management Quarterly” 
and "Economic Quarterly” were merged into one quarterly 
publication styled "Management and Economic Quarterly”.

Steps have been initial 
ed to implement the recommendations which have been accept- 
ed. 

4.3 Co-ordination Committees 

The Co-ordination Committee formed with representative: 
of the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India ant 
of the Institute has made further progress during the year u 
extending areas of co-operation between the two bodies. A 
similar committee with representatives of the Institute of Com 
pany Secretaries of India and of the Institute has been forme . 
during the year and has commenced work. 

4.4 Committee for Enquiring into the Unjustified Removal of 
Auditors 

With a view to enhancing the independence of member 
functioning as auditors of companies, a Committee for enquir

guidance notes. The members of the Committee are the Pro 
sident, the Vice-President and the nominated member on tlu 
Council representing the Department of Company Affairs.

(b) The first Academy of Accounting was established 
at Madras on, 1st April, 1980* and one bfttch o^ students has 
completed the three-monthly course, The Academy pro- 
vides theoretical anti practical instruction through specially 
designed epuf^es conducted* op a full-time basis. It is 
hoped to extend thi? facility in the future to students in the 
other metropolitan cities. 

(c) Students’ libraries were maintained in 29 cities, in- 
cluding the cities in which the offices of the Regional Coun- 
cils are located. 

(d> Revision classes for the Intermediate (New Regu- 
lations) and Final, couysq students were conducted at Bom- 
bay, New Delhi and Calcutta. Classes for the Intermediate 
(Neyy Regulations) course were also . conducted at Madras. 

(c) During tfie year ended 31st. Marph, 1980, 15 merit 
scholarships. 111 loan scholarships and 18 merit-cum-need 
scholarships were . awarded* 

(f) The scheme of answering the test papers of the 
Board of Studies undeT the Institute’s supervision, intro- 
duced last year, for the Intermediate course in some cities 
was extended during the year. to. six other cities thereby, pro- 
viding this facility iri II cities. A similar scheme for the 
Final course has also been introduced, 

(g) With a view to improving the quality of assistance 
provided by the Board of Studies to the students., two sub- 
committees were appointed by the Board. The reports of’ 
these sub-committees and their recommendations are be- 
ing propessfcd. 

(h) Though the Board does not provide correspond cnetj 
courses for the Entrance examination, it has prepared study 
material which can be of assistance to student? appearing 
in, that examination. This , material is gaining in popularity 
and 354 sets were sold as against 37 m the previous : yepr, 
With a view to assist the prospective candidates, the price 
of the study material was also reduced during the year. 

7. EXAMINATIONS 
7.1 Examinations \ 1979 

(a) The relevant statistics regarding the examination held 
in May , and November, 1979 are given in Appendix X. 

(b) Prizes and certificates of merit were awarded to the 
candidates listed in Appendix XL 
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7.2 J.K . Doshi Gold Medal 

The Council has accepted the offer to institute a gold 
medal called the “J.K. Doshi Gold Medal'’ to be awarded 
to the candidate who secures the highest marks in paper 
2 (Financial Management) of Group I of the Final (New 
Syllabus) examination held in May and November of each 
year. 

7.3 Action against examinees 

The Council has debarred 8 candidates, who were found 
to have resorted to unfair means, from appearing in the 
examinations, for varying periods.

9. FINANCE 

9.1 Accounts 

(a) The Balance Sheet as at 31st March, 1980 and the 
Income and Expenditure Account for the year ended on that 
date were approved by the Council at its meeting held on 
15th September, 1980. The Income and Expenditure Ao 
count shows a surplus for the year of Rs. 13,51,751 as against 
Rs. 24,92,696 in the preceding year, 

(b) An amount of Rs, 4,03,000 was transferred during 
the year to the Education Fund, bringing the balance on 
that Fund to Rs. 23*33,000. 

9.2 Capital Expenditure 

With the increase in the membership and activities of 
the Institute, it has become necessary to provide for greater 
office accommodation as also to provide facilities for stu- 
dents’ activities. Accordingly, the Institute building at 
Bombay was partially demolished and a larger structure is 
under construction. Additional floors are also being added 
to the Institute’s building at New Delhi, Calcutta and 
Madras. The total capital expenditure on this account is esti- 
mated at Rs. 37,00,000, of which Rs. 12,74,218 was spent 
during the year ended 3 1st March* 1980. 

10. STAFF 

The Council wishes to record its appreciation of the 
mature and constructive attitude displayed by the executives 
of the Employees’ Association. Cordial relations have been 
maintained with the staff throughout the year and a num- 
ber of staff welfare measures like extension of medical and 
educational benefits^ provision of tea and recreational facili- 
ties etc, have been introduced during the year.

(a) The Council wishes to record its appreciation of the 
continued assistance and support of the Government and 
of its nominees on the Council, throughout the year.

A member was found guilty of gross professional mis- 
conduct within the meaning of Section 21 of the Chartered 
Accountants Act, 1949 read with Section 22 of the Act for 
having committed criminal breach of trust and misappropria- 
tion of substantial amounts belonging to a Regional Council 
of the Institute by dishonestly ptiiting its funds to his per- 
sonal use. The Council recommended to the High Court 
that the name oT the me m her be removed from membership 
of the Institute for a period of five years. The High Court 
accepting the finding of the Council and the recommenda- 
tion made by it, directed removal of the name of the mem- 
ber from the membership of the Institute for a period of five 
years.

A member was found guiliy of professional misconduct 
under Section 21 of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 
read with Section 22 of the Act for his failure without good 
cause to respond within reasonable time to several letters 
addressed by the Controller of Imports and Exports request- 
ing the member to confirm whether he had issued certificates 
to a business firm in respect of consumption of imported 
raw-materials and components. The Council recommended 
to the High Court that the member be reprimanded. The 
High Court accepting the finding of the Council and the re-

A member was found guilty of professional misconduct 
under clause (i) of Part II of the Second Schedule to the 
Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 read with Regulation 31(1) 
of the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 1964 and the 
Explanation thereto, for having taken a loan from the father 
of the articled clerk who entered into articled service with 
him. The Council recommended to the High Court that the 
member be reprimanded.

4. FAILURE TO PAY STIPEND TO ARTICLED 
CLERK TN ACCORDANCE WITH REGULATION

(i) A member was found guilty of professional miscon- 
duct under clause (i) of Part II of the Second Schedule lo 
the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 read with Regulation 
32B of the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 1964 for 
having failed to pay stipend to his articled clerk in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Reg. 32B. The Council recom- 
mended to the High Court that the member be reprimanded, 
While the High Court accepted the finding of the Council, 
it directed that the case he filed as the stress and strain 
under which the member bad undergone for almost three 
years was sufficient warning to him not to violate the Regu- 
lations framed by the Institute either in letter or in spirit 
and that if he violated any of the Reflations or committed 
any misconduct, he might be a ns we i able to his own peers. 

(ii) Another member was also found guiltv of professional 
misconduct under clause (i) of Part IT of the Second Sche- 
dule to the Chartered Accountants Act, 1 94 D read with 
Re fnil at ion 32B of the Chartered Accountants Peculations, 
1964 for having failed to pay stipend due to his articled clerk 
in accordance with the provisions of Reg, 32B.
